Schiaparelli  — or  “Schiap”  as 
she  is  known  the  world  over — 
ducked  out  of  the  hectic  whirl 
of  Parisian  Haute  Couture  in 
1954  because,  she  says,  the  bus- 
iness became  “too  sharp.” 

But  she  insists  that  Paris  is 
and  will  remain  the  fashion  cen- 
ter of  the  world. 

“Remember,  Paris  is  the  place 
where  the  great  fabrics  are 
found — where  the  work  of  the 
seamstress  and  the  model  has  a 
national  respect  — where  the 
workers  are  eager  in  their  crafts 
and  love  their  work.

“But,”  Schiap  added,  “one 
must  be  a publicity  expert  or  a 
financial  wizard  to  operate  in 
the  fashion  world  today — and 
I’m  neither.”
